He is in favor of specie payment, as 
is every one who recognizes money 
as a thing of intrinsic worth, as it 
must be, to be the standard of value. 
He is not an inflationist, because he 
knows that process would take the 
country farther off than ever from 
the possibility of resumption, and 
start out anew the wild spirit of ex- 
travagance and speculation, the par- 
alyzing effects of which the country 
is now so sensibly feeling. But he 
opposes a farther contraction of the 
paper curreney with the view ol 
forcing resumption under legisiation 
so defective that the present Con- 
cress is cailed upon to give it vitalt- 
ty. It would be eminently unwise, 
even if it were possible, to force the 
operations of contraction when there 
is no substitute yet ceady for the pa- 
per money that is now th@only cir- 


business. 


A pitt has been introduced into 
the House for the reduction of the 
tax on tobaceo, and for the relief of 
tobacco growers. The first applies 
to the tax on manufactured tobacco, 
whether plug or smoking, which is 
now uniform on both. It might be 
safely reduced with advantage both 
to government and manufacturer. 
Like everything else the subject of 
high taxation, ingenuity is sharpened 
to get the advantage of the govern- 
ment, and illegal traders manage to 
evade enormously the payment of 
taxes; whilst between the honest 
dealer and the government a feeling 
of suspicious antagonism exists 
which is far from conducive to alac- 
rity in contributing to the support 
of the government. A low rate of 
taxation would ensure much more 
certainty of collection with a much 
more cheerful readiness of submis- 
sion to the law, and yiciding quite as 
large a revenues, because evasion 
would be without object. 

The other branch of it,—that for 
the relief of tobacco growers—is of 
a direct personal application and is 
much to be desired. There is no 
tax in the whole range of the revenue 
law that is so offensive as this. It 
infringes direcily upo. personal 
liberty. It abridges a right which 
the farmer has by the lew of nature 
to dispose of the proceeds of his toil 
in hisown way. As well tell the 
farmer he shall not sell his wheat or 
his corn or his pork or his cotton, 
as to say he shall not sell Lis tobac- 
co, as it seems good to him, when, 
where, and to whom he pleases. 
And it is the more offensive, because 
it binds and restricts the farmer 
without being of any direct service 
to the government. 

The tax on the manufacutured 
article is oppressive enough, and the 
raw material, and ; liberty of 
original dispusition ought to be 
exempt from all restraint.

COMMERCE OF WILMINGTON. 

The /ournai of the 5th inst., makes 
up ifs annual statement of the ex- 
ports of Wiugivgton and presents in 
tabulated form the business of the 
year 1575. As compared with ihe 
three preceding years, there is a de- 
cided increase in the shipments of

always been prominent snbjects of 
the busiucss of the place. Thacause 
of this deficiency is two-fold—the 
first being the very depressed con- 
dition ofall branches of the business . 
for the last two years, and the very 
small profits which attend it. This 
cause is only of temporary duration. 
But the second is permanent and 
of increasing apparance? The fields 
are becoming steadily exhausted, 
and the old sources of supply of 
lumber, turpentine and the other 
productions of the pine forest are 
fast losing their importance. 

New areas are opened up with 
the supply of new rail road facilities, 
but the distance from the Wilming- 
ton market either adds to the costs 
of getting to market or else forces 
to points more convenient. Hence 
Wilmington is gradually and steadily 
losing her pre-eminence as a naval 
store depot. She mausé therefore 
look to oiber sources and to other 
productions for the maintenance of 
her growth and prosperity. This 
she will probably find in cotton. 

In 1872 up to which date the ex- 
ports of cotton had heen small, the 
shipments of cotton amounted to 
37,432, including both foreign and 
coastwise, In 1875 they reached 
71,263, being nearly double. The 
most significant feature of this in- 
crease in shipments is the rapid ex- 
pansion of the foreign export. In 
1872 the shipments to Earope 
amounted to 707 bales, in 1873 to 34 
bales and in 1875 to 18,140 bales! 
This increase is directly attributable 
to the improvements made within 
the last two years by the works for 
the isaprovement of harbor facilities, 
by which a permanently increased 
depth of water on the main bar has 
been gained, and the river channel 
of the river from the bar up to the 
city been free] from many of its 
obstructions together with greater 
depth of water, the effect of which 
is the admission of a large class of 
vessels up to the city. Previous to 
the works on the bar and in the 

river, large vessels ‘received their 
cargoes either outside of the bar, or 
at Smithville; that‘is, after having 
taken on board what would bring 
them down to eleven , feet water, 
which was about the maximum of 
draft they could risk, the remainder 


was afterwards taken duwn to them 
in lighters. - This entailed so much 
delay, danger, difficulty and expense, 
that it was impossible for foreign 
commerce to thrivein the face of 
8ch obstacles.

To meet this growing foreign 
business, the merchants of Wilming- 
ton have been prompt to provide 
facilities. They formed .a_ stock. 
company, which purchased land 
with ample river frontage and con- 
venient to all the rail road ; entering 
the city. They erected thereon a 
large warehouse, divided into fire 
proof compartments, with ample

platforms, and wharfage, and put 


up a compress which is one of the 
most powerful and complete in the 
South. Its capacity is about 500 
bales aday, Everything in connec- 
tion with the warehouse is arranged 
with reference to the most perfect 
convenience for receiving, compress- 
ing and shipping, the several oper- 
ations succeeding each other in re- 
gular sequence. Since the estab- 
lishment of the compress, the foreign 
shipments have quadrupled, with a 
steadily increasing advancement. 
The effect upon the trade of the city 
for the coming year will be most 
decided, and the prospects are now 
for the reception cs 125,000 bales 
for 1875, and a foreign shipment of 
between 30,000 and 40,009. 

If Congress, in its measures of 
retrenchment, which generally are 
demanded, will spare the Wilming- 
ton harbor improvements from the 
razeeing process, the same judgment 


and energies which have guided the 
works during the past three years, 
and accomplished so much in their 
present incomplete state, will give 
to North Carolina the best and most 
ipportant harbor on her coast, and 
to the commerce of the world one of 
its most valuable resorts.

A Terrible Scene in Georgia—Masked 
Murderers Killing a Man who was 
Likely to Win a Lawsuit. 


About three miles east of Tilton in 
Murray county, a most brutal mur- 
der was committed last week ona 
poor, inoffensive, one legged man, 
named Crossen. Week ‘last 
three men, disguised, visited the 
house of Mr. Crossen and told him if 
he was not gone by the following 
Sunday night that they would kill 
him He did net go, and on the 
nicht of the 15:h ult., about twelve 
o’clock, they returned, broke the 
door down, and threw a fire ball sat- 
urated with kerosene, into the house, 
winch dicd out, when the second was 
thrown, 

‘The three men then entered; one 
of them held the one legged man up 
in the bed, and pointed out the spot 
for the other to shoot him. His 
mother and sisters witnessed the 
whole scene. He was shot through 
the heart and died instantareously. 
He iad been furnished a pistol, two 
barrelseof which were empted, and he 
had encked it for the third time, 
having shot at and wounded one ou! 
them.

Judged 
by the petty canons of a superficial 
age, of which the Jittleness of goul is 
surpassed only by its inflated vanity, 
the grand antique figure of this 


mighty statesman is that of a tyrant 


and wholesa'e murderer. But it is 
by the canon of his own time, and 
by the broad principles taught by 
universal history—not by those of 
milksop humanitarians—that Ar- 
maod Richelieu and his deeds must 
be judged. It was a vast task he im- 
posed upon himself—out of the 
anarchy into which his age had 
fallen to create order. His 
order, truly, was absolutism; but, 
nevertheless, it was the first link in 
the chain which led to liberty. Spite 
of our nineteenth century ideas, so- 
cialand political advancement cannot 
be accomplished by leaps; it is the 
slowest and most tedious of all pro- 
gress, and its motto should be Festina 
lente. Feudalism, although admira- 
bly adapted for the Middle Ages, 
would have kept nations in eternal 
bondage; until that inelastic yoke 
was removed, the people could never 
expand. Both in Franceand Eng- 
land the rise of the middle elass dates 
from the establishment of absolute 
monarchy, as the rise of the great 
body of the people dates from the 
French Revolution. To assert that 
Richelieu’s policy aimed at ultimate 
freedom would be to assert a fallacy ; 
nevertheless, it did much to bring it 
about. De Retz has said that “ his 
care for the state did not extend be- 
yond his own life’ but that manual 
of statecraft, the ‘‘ Testament Poli~ 
tique,”’ which he left behind, would 
seem to refute that theory. The work 
he did for France was a grand legacy 
to posterity; he put a termination 
to the terrible religious wars which 
had desolated the country during 
more than a century, and while 
granting free toleration to worship, 
he forever destroyed Protestantism 
a3 a political power; he annexed 
Lorraine and the greater part of 
Alsace, and conquered the enemies 
of France, whether English, Span- 
iards, or Austrians; he reformed 
both arm 
away numberless ancient corruptions 
and abuses. The days for society ad- 
vancement, and the rise and encour- 
agement of trade and manufactures 
had not yet come; that wasa work 
reserved for a future minister, a 
great man, but a much smaller than 
he. It had come because the middle 
class had not risen to sufficient con- 
sideration in the state, but Richelieu 
cut down the barriers which barred 
their progress ; he was Colbert's pi- 
oneer. He reformed with ax aud 
sword. The forest must be cleared, 
the wild beasts slaughtered, before 
the settler can build his hut and sow 
his corn, and live in peace. He was 
a tyrant only to the great; his ven- 
geance seldom deseended on less than 
a noble. He would have all equal 
before the king, all equally amena- 
bie to the Jaw; in that he was the 
first abolitionist of privilege ; he was 
‘the first great liberator of his nation.

The Oyster in Europe, 

The common oyster of Europe 
abundant on the coast of Great Brit 
ain and France occurs in large bank$ 
or beds, sometimes extending for 
miles, usually on rocky bottoms; 
from about the middle of August to 
the middie of May they are dredged 
from the bottom by a kird of iron 
rake drawn by a boat under full sai?, 
several hundreds Leing taken at u 
single haul; these are transferred to 
artificial beds or parks, where they 
are preserved for sale, continually 
growing in size and improving in fla- 
vor. The growth of the oyster is 
slow, it being only as large as a half 
dollar at the four or six months, and 
twice that size at the end of a year; 
in artificial beds the growth is usu- 
ally slower, the full size not being 
attained till the fifth to the seventh 
year. The West coast of Seotland and 
the Hebrides have the best oysters of 
the British coasts, and here in 
Sheltered bays they acquire tha 
green color so esteemed by tne epi- 
cure, and supposed to be confervie 
and similar colored growths in the 
breeding places; other English beds 
extend trom Gavesend ou the Tham<s 
along the Kent coast, and in the 
estuaries of the Coine and the other 
rivers along the Essex coast. The 
British beds are kept up by careful 
culture, and by the introduction of 
broods from all quarters; since 1865 
several varieties of American oysters 
have been introduced, but the plant- 
ing is still an. experiment, and it is 
said that the change of sea deterior- 
ates their quality. Not many years 
ago the beds of France were nearly 
exhausted ; in 1858 M. Coste recom- 


mended plans for their restoration, | 


and since then the parks in the bays 
of St. Brieu and Arcachon, and the 
Isle of Re, restocked by broods from 


Cancale and other sources, have be-. 


come enormous; and the successful 
culture is yearly extending along the 
entire Atlantic and Mediterranean 
coasts of France. The Danish coast 
ig well supplied with beds. The 
Neapolitan Lake Fusaro is the great 
oyster park of Italy. ,

The French Eijections—A comprom- 
ise List Made up. 
Lonpon, Jan 7.—The Zimes Paris 
correspondent telegraphs that active 
negotiations are going on between 
various Republican groups with the 
object of bringing forward a com- 
promise list consisting of V:ctor 
Hugo, Tolain, Freycine, Blane.
